10. This is the statement of the workman , which I have 
reproduced in some detail so as to give full idea of the stand 
of the workman as far as the charges against him are con 
cerned . 

11. " The witness of the workman , Shri Michael Antao , 
has stated that he was working in the same company 
from 1968 to 1978 as & Sampler ; he knows that Shri 
Bale s services were terminated ; Paul Fernandes had his 
hand in this termination ; he has stated so because Paul 
Fernandes behaved in the same way towards him ; in the 
case of the witness , Paul Fernandes brought some coworkers 
who were working as sample boys, recorded their statements 
on the fact that he was not attending to his duties properly 
and, on the basis of such -statements , proposed to the Ma 
nagement the termination of his services and , accordingly , 
his services were terminated . Similarly , he told Miss Gra 
cias to lodge a complaint against Mr. Bale in the office 
and , on the basis of such complaint, Bale s services were 
terminated . This he did because the relationship between 
Paul Fernandes and Bale were not good ; the behaviour of 
Bale , in the office, during the time of the witness , was 
good ; he was co - operating with other members of the staff 
and, except for the problem he had with Miss Gracias, 
there was no other problem with the staff. During the time 
of the witness, he never saw Bale ill-treating Miss Gracias. 

In his cross, he has stated that whatever he has stated 
in connection with Paul Fernandes asking Miss Gracias 
to lodge a complaint against. Mr. Bale and calling sample 
boys working for the witness and telling them give false 
complaints against the witness did not take place in his 
presence . It is his opinion that Paul Fernandes had a hand 
in the termination of Mr. Bale in the same way as had 
happened in his case . As a sampler , he was required to go 
on board the vessels for performing his duties of collecting 
samples ; he was also required to go to Ports other than 
Mormugao Port for handling the sampling work on the 
Vessels assigned to the company and also to the Mines in 
the Territory. The other Ports were Port Reddy , Port Karwar 
and Port Beligiri; they had a system of booking and Mr. 
Fernandes and Mr. Naik were in charge of booking the 
Samplers. His work in the office was restricted to finding 
out if there were any changes in the shift or vessel; he had 
no other work in the office ; if there were no changes, he 
used to note down and go back to his duties ; his maximum 
work in the office was for half an hour only ; whenever 
there was no shipments, they had to sit in the office ; he 
has denied the suggestion that whenever there were no 
shipments , he had no work in the office. 


14. We will see now whether , on the basis of the evidence 
led by the parties before the Tribunal, the order of discharge 
of the workman which , admittedly , is of punitive nature , 
is bonafide and justified . 

The order of discharge in question is dated 30-9-1977 
( Exh E - 9 ) and reads as follows : 

" Mr. Damodar M. Bale , 
VASCO DA GAMA. 
Dear Sir , 

Despite our letter reference KSC /mmg of July 1; 1977 
in which you were warned and cautioned in regard to your 
behaviour with our telephone operator Miss M. L. Gracias 
no improvement has been shown from your end . 

On 29th September 77 you wrote indecent remarks on 
the wall adjacent to where Miss Gracias occupies the place 
in the office. When enquiries were made you admitted of 
having written those remarks. 

In the afternoon on 29th September 77 when Miss 
Gracias was closing the internal window . door you came 
out and started shouting at her in an indecent language . 
You also threatened her of dire consequences. Soon after 
the incident when the Director questioned you , you tried 
to give lame excuses and stated that you have done no 
wrong as per your conscience . 

In this regard you have been warned orally and in 
writing time and again . As an educated person it was 
expected of you to improve your conduct and decent beha 
viour to your other colleagues in the office. However , 
you have been indulging in these indecent activities which 
is causing mental torture to Miss Gracias and also causing 
a disrepute to this Organisation . The Management has, 
therefore, decided to discharge you from the services since 
it is convinced that there would not be any improvement 
from your end in your behaviour. Along with this notice 
you are hereby paid one month s notice pay , your earned 
wages up to 30th September, 1977 and the leave salary 


if any . 


12. This is all the evidence led by the workman , 

Let us see now whether, on the basis of the evidence led 
by the parties, the termination of the services of the work 
man is justified . 

13. I shall consider first the submission made by the 
workman s rep . that, in the absence of an inquiry into the 
charges conducted by the employer , the order of termina 
tion of his services is bad law and should be set aside. 

I should say that this proposition is not correct at all. 
In the case of the workmen of Fire Stone Tyre and

14. Miss Gracias , in her statement before the Tribunal 
which has been reproduced above , has narrated that the 
workman was harassing her in the office by obstructing 
her while going to or coming out of the toilet ; abusing her , 
throwing water on her and writing indecent remarks " re 
ferring to her on the wall near the place where she was 
sitting ; outside the office also , he used to obstruct her with 
his scooter . She brought this fact to the notice of her superior 
orally and in writing . Exh E - 1 and E - 2, dated 17-6-1977 and 
30-9-1977 , are the two complaints in writing addressed by 
her to the Director of the Company against the workman 
in respect of the harassment "meeted out to her by the 
workman . 

15. Shri Paul Fernandes, who is the Asstt . Branch Manager 
in the employer company, has confirmed this harassment to 
Miss Gracias by stating that, on 29-9-1977, when he came 
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to office at about 8.30 a , m ., Miss Gracias showed him what 
was written on the wall near the place where she sits . He 
told the Director regarding this incident and showed him 
also the said writing . Thereafter, the Director called Mr. 
Bale inside and the latter was dismissed from services . He 
did not hear the conversation that took place between Mr. 
Bale and the Director inside the cabin , but the Director 
himself told him that Bale first denied having written on 
the wall but, subsequently , admitted the fact. 


given by the Employer. From these two letters and also 
from Exh E - 14 it is obvious that the workman was aggrieved 
with Miss Gracias and was harassing her because she was 
not allowing him phone for his private calls . Therefore , his 
allegation that he adores and respects . Miss Gracias and was 
in very friendly relations with her cannot be accepted as true . 


16. Exh E -3 produced by Shri Paul Fernandes is the show 
cause notice dated 20-6-1977, addressed by Shri Chatti, acting 
Director, to Shri Bale , concerning the written complaint (Exh 
E - 1 ) filed by Miss Gracias . This show cause notice was re 
plied to by the workman by his letter dated 23-6-1977 ( Exh 
E -4 ) . In this reply , the workman shows his astonishment for 
Miss Gracias " whom he adores and respects so much " and 
with whom he has very friendly relations , complaining against 
him and attributes the complaint to some pressure exercised 
on her by Shri Paul Fernandes whom he calls " Super Di 
rector " in this letter . The workman also makes his grievance 
against Miss Gracias for refusing him phone for local calls 
without first informing the " Super Director" , although the 
workman has already sought the permission from the Di. 
rector . He denies that he has harassed Miss Gracias in any 
way . 


20. The allegation of the workman , in his statement before 
the Tribunal, to justify the complaint filed by Miss Gracias 
that she was aggrieved : because he told her not to create 
disturbance in the laboratory , as he was handling dangerous 
acids seems to be an after thought. First of all, except the 
bare statement of the workman , there is no other evidence 
to prove that, infact, the workman had given such instruc 
tions to Miss Gracias . Secondly , had the workman had the 
slightest suspicion that this might have been the reason for 
Miss Gracias s complaint against him , he would have surely 
mentioned this fact in his reply to the show cause notice . 
In this reply , he shows his astonishment for one of his col 
leagues with whom he had very friendly relations and whom 
he adored and respected so much , having complained against 
him and suspects of Paul Fernandes having pressurized her 
to do so ! However, the inner feelings of the workman towards 
Miss Gracias are soon revealed in the second part of Exh 
E - 4 where he complains against her for not giving him phone 
for local calls ! 


17. Exh E -5 colly , are the two letters , both dated 23-6-1977, 
in the handwriting of the workman with reference to the show 
cause notice Exh E - 3 , one addressed to the Director conveying 
his regrets for the " Acts of Mine" and assuring fullest co 
operation in future. The other letter is addressed to Miss 
Gracias apologising for his past mistakes and saying sorry 
if some acts of his have hurt her feelings. In this last letter , 
there is an endorsement by Mr. Chatti which reads “ The 
apology was tendered in my presence and he regrets for the 
mis - conducts " . . 


21. Although the workman , in the course of cross exami 
nation of Shri Paul Fernandes had suggested to this witness 
that Shri Chatti was a Sampler and was not in the Manage 
ment of the Company, which suggestion was denied by the 
witness who stated that Chatti was the Branch Manager, the 
workman has admitted in his statement that, in the absence 
of the Director, Shri Chatti used to act as Director and that, 
when memos were issued to the workman , the Director was 
absent and Chatti was acting as Director . 


On this day, 23rd, the Director sent a letter Exh E -6 to the 
workman saying that, in view of the apologies tendered by 
him to Miss Gracias and to the Management, " The matter is 
being treated as closed " . 


22. The workman has further stated before the Tribunal 
that Shri Chatti was satisfied with his reply Exh W -4 . 
and told him orally that Miss Gracias had to approach him 
first and say sorry and then he , the workman , had to say 
sorry to her . Accordingly , Miss Gracias was called and she 
said sorry to him for the incident and then he, the workman , 
apologized , but his apology was in writing on the advice of 

Chatti , 


Mr. 


18. Exh E -7 , dated 1-7-1977, is a warning sent by Shri 
Chatti to Bale that, in view of his apology and assurance of 
good conduct in future , the matter of show cause notice dated 
26-7-1977 was treated as closed ; however , subsequent repeti 
tion of earlier misconducts has led the Management to warn 
him that, incase he continued this behaviour , the Management 
will be compelled to take disciplinary action against him . 
To this warning , the workman replied by his letter Exh E -8 , 
dated 2-7-1977 , in which he has stated that he had apologized 
only on the basis that Miss Gracias would co- operate with 
him in future , but she had started to behave in her original 
form . He has further stated that Miss Gracias cannot spend 
5 minutes in typing one label and that he, being a Chemist , 
is not getting any facility of phone, typing, bell on his table 
etc , 


After this , there was a second complaint in writing of Miss 
Gracias Exh E -2 , regarding the writing on the wall, which 
led the Management to issue to the workman the termination 
letter dated 30-9-1977, which is self explanatory and the con 
tents of which have been referred to above. 


This version of the workman is unbelievable . First of all, 
except the bare statement of the workman that Miss Gracias 
also apologized orally , there is no evidence to support the 
same. Besides , if Mr. Chatti was satisfied with the explana 
tion given by the workman , Exh E -4 , there was no reason 
for calling the parties and telling them to say sorry to each 
other. And why the differential treatment given to the parties, 
in so far the apology is concerned , so as to compel only the 
workman to give his apology in writing ? Exh E -5 colly , and 
Exh E -6 referring only to the apology of the workman make 
it clear that the workman alone apologized before Miss 
Gracias and before the Director for his behaviour and assu 
red his fullest co -operation in future. The contention of the 
workman that he gave written apology not in acceptance of 
: his guilt but only for better relations among the staff mem 
bers is contradictory by the very wordings of Exh E -5 colly . 

23. After the matter of the first memo was treated as 
closed by virtue of Exh E -6 , the workman continued his 
harassment to Miss Gracias , which fact she had already 
brought orally to the notice of the Director, according to 
what is stated in Exh E -2 and the workman was warned by 
letter Exh E -7. To this warning , the workman replied by 
his letter Exh E - 8 in which he did not deny having behaved 
in the manner stated in Exh E - 7 , but tries to justify his 
behaviour stating that Miss Gracias had started to behave 
in her original form . 


19. Although , in his reply Exh E - 4 to show cause notice, the 
workman has stated that he was in very friendly relations 
with Miss Gracias; whom he adored and respected and that 
he was surprised as to how she had complained against him , 
which fact could be due to some pressure exercised , on her 
by Shri Paul Fernandes, he conveys his grievance against 
Miss Gracias to the Director, for Miss Gracias not allowing 
him the phone for local calls , which fact is also referred 
by the workman in his letter Exh E -8 , in reply to the warning 
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28. In view of all that has been stated above , I pass the 
following order : . 


ORDER 


The Order of Discharge passed by the employer is bonafide 
and justified . The charge of misconduct of the workman is 
supported by the evidence on record and the punishment of 
discharge amounting to dismissal imposed by the Management 
is also justified taking into consideration that the workman 
had not shown any improvement after various warnings 
which were given to him orally and in writing . In the circu 
mstances of the case, I leave each party to bear". its own 
costs . 


24. Finally, we have the incident of 29th September 1977, 
subject matter of the complaint of Miss Gracias dated 
30-9-1977 ( Exh E -2 ), In this complaint, she has complained 
of the writing on the wall and abusing her in siang language.

The Director called Bale 
inside and told him not to write like that and to discontinue 
harassing her . At that time, says Miss Gracias, Bale expres 
sed his apology and told that he would discontinue harassing 
her . After this, Mr. Bale came out of the chamber of the 
Director and shouted loudly bad words to her in Konkani, 
abusing her in the name of her mother . She has reproduced 
in her statement the abuses given by Bale. There was no 
suggestion by the workman to Miss Gracias that the above 
portion in her statement was not correct. The only sugges 
tion in this respect was that those bad words were not addres 
sed to her , to which she replied that they referred to her 
because , before uttering those words, he looked at her . From 
the suggestion put by the workman it is clear that he admits 
having uttered those bad words, although pretending that 
they were not addressed to her . In so far the other portion 
of the statement of Miss Gracias is concerned regarding this 
incident, in the absence of any suggestion to the contrary, 
it is to be presumed that the said portion of the statement 
is correct.
